— Tho first 
movement of United States troops into 
Mexico started when Secretary of War 
Garrison ordered a brigade of infantry 
and some artillery stationed at Texas 
C ity, Tex., to proceed at once for Gal 
veston and embark for Vera Cruz.

W ashington, April 21. — American 
marines and bluejackets gained pos­ 
session of the breastworks three miles 
inland from Vera Cruz. 
This position is on tho railroad to 
Mexico City, and had been in the pos­ 
session of H uerta’s soldiers since the 
United States forces took possession 
of the city. 
The news of the engagement was 
flashed to W ashington in a dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Fletcher, in com­ 
mand of the land forces at Vera Cruz. 
He gavd no details. 
There 
was 
no 
mention of any casualties among the 
United States forces. 
The force which charged the breast­ 
works and m uted the hostile Mexi­ 
cans is under the command of Major 
^medley Darlington Butler, of W est 
Chester, Ba., a son of Congressman 
Thomas S. Butler. Major Both r saw 
servic e before in the Philippines and 
in the march on Pekin, China, by Hie 
Allies. 
Major Butler was dispatched on out­ 
post duty with a detachm ent of m a­ 
rines and bluejackets to a position a 
few miles beyond tho western limit 
of Vera Cruz on the railroad. They 
took field guns with them. Many v t 
the men were drawn from Hie Panama 
battaiion, formerly commanded by Ma­ 
jor Butler. 
This, reconnoitering force rep rie l 
as still intact the two bridges to he 
seized in the American campaign. On 
is ten miles and one eighteen mile 
from Vera Cruz. Officers at Vera Cruz 
reported that these bridges must be
